A series of unfortunate ilelays ha.s 
kept the show In rehearsal while the aiidlenco 
out front hiis waited Imimtlentlv for the cur- 
tain to 50 up. And too many of these delay.i 
can be (raced Ui some of llio leadlnir plovprs. 

Amonp! thpjn Is that veteran the.splan. John 
■ L. Lfwl.i. Mr. LewlK was never more ettcc- 
tlve in his annual negotiations with the mine 
operators. He tbrew away the script and re- 
fused to talk about wages and hours until 
certain other matters had been settled. And 
he wrote and delivered an exit speech— a 
masterpiece of nntlphonni sonorities which 
would have done credit to an Old Testament 
prophet. Then he retired to the wines. 

He h^s remained theffe, sulkily and aloof. 
knowlnK)that the .show can't go on without 
him. Maybe he Is wattlnR for more applause. 
But he shouldn't be surprised 1( he starts 
henrlnp! hisses and cat-calls In.ntoad. For the 
audience Is KcttlnR a little tlrod ot his back- 
staRe temperament. 

From what can be pteced toRether of this 
behind-the-scenes pout, It seems that Mr. 
Lewis wants a "health and welfare fund," 
presumably to be financed by the operator.'! 
on a royalty-per-ton basis and admlnUtered 
by the union. But havinit made his Rcneral 
demand, he seems unwllllnR to discuss Its im- 
plementation with the mine owners. 

The operators apparently don't warm up 
to the royalty Idea. Bijt they have offered to 
make Joint contributions with the union to 
auch a fund, which would be administered 
by an outside agency such as the Red Cross. 
"ITicy al.so hwe offered to turn over fulfils 
collected from miners' pay for medical and 
hospital service to any local unions that are 
dissatisfied with the way these funds arc now 
being used. 

Purthermore. the operators have agreed to 
accept workmen'.s compensation laws In 
fltates whore the observance of such laws Is 
optional, And they have proposed that Joint 
committees of miners and operator,'? get to- 
gether to study state mining laws In the In- 
terest of RTcater safety. 

No one can blame Mr. Lewis, for wantlnp 
protection for his miners In their hazardou; 
calling. They deserve the fullest co^ftrage of 
compensation payments, Inexpensive hospital 
and medical treatment, death and survivor 
benefits. They must demand and secure 
working conditions of the greatest passible 
safety. 

In short, there Is nothing wronR with Mr, 
Lewis's goals. But there Is something obvi- 
ously wrong In his petulant Insistence that 
they bo approached only along his one-way 
road, and In his curious strategy of proposing 
without dlscu.sslng. 

Meanwhile, the show again Is stopped. The 
CQal strike reaches out to paraly70 again the 
preparations for largo^cale production and 
employment which have been repeatedly and 
dangerously delayed. Surely Mr. Lewis and 
the operators are not so far apart that candid 
and honest bargaining could not soon bring 
'them Into agreement. - 

Reconversion Is not a one-man affair that 
can be delayed for personal reasons of policy 
or prestige. So, Mr . Lewis. let's get o n with
